Magnesite Stucco 

MAGNESITE STUCCO was first used 
as an exterior building material in 
Austria more than thirty years ago. 
Ijater its i)ossibilities were recognized by the 
architects of Germany, Italy and other Con- 
tinental countries. 

Up to the beginning of the World war, all 
magnesite for use on exterior building work 
as well as a great amount used by steel com- 
panies for lining open hearth furnaces and 
electric furnaces requiring a lining to with- 
stand extremely high temperatures, secured 
all their material from this source. 

During tlie first year of the war, a great 
number of magnesite deposits were discov- 
ered in the United States. These deposits 
have been developed to such an extent that 
they now supply practically all of America's 
requirements. 

In America the value of magnesite as an 
ingredient of building material first became 
appreciated some ten years ago. Its dcivel- 
opment has been extremely rapid and it is 
today a recognized standard building ma- 
terial and has to a great degree revolution- 
ized the building industry.

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What Ls Kragstone? 

Krag'stoiie is a recognized standard build- 
ing material of which magnesite is the 
l)onding ingretUent. Kragstone stucco is the 
highest grade magnesite stucco on the mar- 
ket tochiy. 

We maintain our own laboratory and em- 
ploy our own cliemists who analyze the raw 
materials, and eacli lot of finished x'l'oduct 
is tested before it leaves the factory to de- 
termine the strength and the highest standard 
in nniformity of color and quality. 

Kragstone has no lime, gypsum, or Port- 
hmd cement in its composition. Kragstone 
is a mixture of purest mineral ingredients — 
and when mixed and applied with KragstoiK^ 
mixing comi)oun(l acts chemically in setting 
ujj to a hard and solid mass. It is purely a 
mineral product. 

Because of its extraordinary strength and 
ehisticity, Kragstone will withstand tlie con- 
traction and ex|)ansion of wood lath, Burkett 
hith, Bishoi)ric lath, brick or tile and does 
not check or crack ivhen applied a half inch, 
fliiclc according to our specifications.

Kragstone does not merely set on a surface. 
It sets into it. In other words, Kragstone 
bonds so closely to the surface to which it is 
applied that it really becomes part of that 
surface. Kragstone bonding qualities have 
never been questioned over the various sur- 
faces that it can be successfully applied as 
given in our instruction pamphlet. It does 
not creep, bag or draw away from casings 
or corner boards. 

To maintain this uniform quality and to 
secure the best results Kragstone must be 
applied according to our instructions and 
specifications. 

When carried in storage it should be stored 
in a clean dry building where it is sheltered 
from the elements. 

Kragstone is sold by the ton and shipped 
in bags. With each ton of Kragstone and 
included in the purchase price is shipped 
enough Kragstone mixing compound to prop- 
erly mix and apply in accordance with our 
instructions and specifications.

Kragstone for New Buildings 

Kragstone costs no more than many other 
of the various stuccos on the market. Stucco 
is much cheaper than any other type of con- 
struction except frame, and compares very 
favorably with frame. Considering the dura- 
bility, permanency and the saving in upkeep, 
Kragstone is far more economical for new 
buildings. 

Kragstone being a non-conductor of heat 
and cold, practically seals the house air-tight 
around all doors and windows. It requires 
less coal to keep a Kragstone liouse warm 
during the winter months.

vinls known. It is used to line tlic Ijlast 
furiiJK'cs Hiid siiK'ltcrs in steel mills and is 
an ini;redieiit of steam pipe insulation. 

The mixing- compound used in tlie mixing 
and application, of Kragstone is a fire ex- 
tinguisher. Wood saturated with Kragstone 
mixing componnd will not hurn. 

The nnderwi-iters of Fire Insurance Com- 
panies give the same insurance rate on Krag- 
stone as oji brick veneer, wliicli reduces the 
risk, making pi'opei-ty and life more secure. 

Kragstone is weatlier resisting. It is also a 
non-conductor of h(;at or cold, keeping your 
house warm in winter and cool in summer, 
saving fuel and giving comfort at all times.

Its great strength and wonderful elasticity 
permits it to yield without checking, cracking 
or breaking. When the studding, sheathing 
and lathing is properly secured, the ordinary 
settling of the building or the ordinary ex- 
pansion or contraction of the foundation sur- 
faces due to heat or cold will not affect 
Kragstone. In fact, the action would have to 
be very unusual to cause Kragstone to break. 

This great tensile strength makes Krag- 
stone one of the most permanent and best 
wearing of all exterior finishes. Kragstone 
applications in all parts of the country which 
have withstood the test of time are as per- 
manent, with no further cost of upkeep, as 
granite or marble.
